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Terror 
Hits Set

SAIGON (AP)— Communist 
guerrillas dotted South Vietnam 
with pre-election assaults and 
terror attacks today, shelling a 
fourth provincial capital in as 
many days and Icidnaping 39 
draft-age men in another vil- 
lafge. 

With Sunday's presidential 
election only three days off,- offi- 
cials warned that worse: Red 
violence was expected. Ameri- 
cans off duty were warned to 
stay in their billets. 

U. S. • Command announced 
the loss of two more warplanes 
over North Vietnam, mamtain- 
ing a recent loss rate of more 
than one plane a day. 

The weekly casualty report 
reflected the current lull in 
ground fighting, with 125 Ameri- 
cans killed last- week and 1,078 
wounded. Both totals were up 
slightly from the previous week 
but were\bclow the average of 
recent months.. 

Communist losses were 1,350, 
also below vaverage, while the 
South Vletnaft)ese had 101 killed 
and 367 wounded, well below the 
American figures, and reflecting 
ihe increased role of U. S. 
troops in Vietnam. \ 

The latest terrorisis attacks 
were scattered throughUhe Me- 
kong Delta, the Saigon area, and 
the central provinces. The guer- 
rillas were generally lying low 
in the far north after spectacu- 
lar attacks Tuesday in which 
two dozen hit-and-run strikes 
were made and 997 prisoners 
were freed from the provincial 
jail at Quang Ngai,

The storm's poorly defined 
path was checked out Wednes- 
day by planes, ship sightings 
and satellite pictures. 

At 6 a.m. Arlene was about 
1,200 miles southeast of Bermu- 
da, moving toward the west 
northwest at about 15 miles an 
hour. She was centered near 
Latitude 22.5 north and Longi- 
tude 49.0 west.

Johnson's 22 election observers 
fanned out across South Viet- 
nam today to inspect polling 
places and see as much as they 
could of the campaigning and 
the_ government's arrangements 
Jor Sunday's voting. 

They arrived in Saigon 
Wednesday to loin 60 other offi- 
cial guests of the Saigon govern- 
ment, from 23 nations, to watch 
the election for president, vice

The American senators, gov- 
ernors, mayors, religious lead- 
ers, labor, business and news 
executives received a briefing 
from U.S. Ambassador Ells- 
worth Bunker and other U.S. 
officials and then split up for 
trips Into the provinces.

WASHINGTON (AP)-^Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy challenges 
the contention of Gen. Wallace

of. U.S. cities. 

'That's a itiistske," the New 
York Democrat said in an inter- 
view. "President Johnson has 
said wc can fight the war and 
still act on our problems at 
home. 

"Our first priority .should be 
to our own people. We are on 
the brink of the most serious 
crisis since the Civil War. 

It seems to me we are devot- 
ing all of the resources required 
to the war in Vietnam but we 
are not doing so In respect to 
our domestic problems.

Greene told the American Le 
gion convention Wednesday In 
Boston that If the United States 
does not stop the Communists in 
their promotion of world revolu- 
tion "then our domestic prob- 
lems and our .pockctbooks are 
going to become mighty unim- 
portant In the future." 

Tho Marine Corps -ohief criti- 
cized what he said was an atti- 
tude of pessimism at home 
about the progress of the war. 
He said when he left Vietnam 
three weeks ago after his sixth 
visit there, "I left an atmos- 
phere of optimism."

Britain Is Trying To Avoid 
Total Break With Red China 



LONDON (AP) - Britain, 
hopitiE to keep its listening post 
In 'Peking and its hold on Hong 
Kong, sought today to avoid a 
total break with Red China by 
offering to discuss normaliza- 
tion of relations following vi- 
olent incidents in Peking and 
London.

She was married to the late 
Osburn Cutler Wood, who was 
the son of Gen. Leonard Wood. 
Gen. Wood sought the Republi- 
can nomination for President in 
1920 and was colonel of the 
Rough Riders In the Spanish 
American War. 

Mrs; Wood and her husband 
were divorced In 1925. 

Mrs. Wood's brother, a native 
of Greenville, Del., turned a 
$700 investment into a million- 
dollar silk empire. Ho disap- 
peared one day last March on a 
walk through the Cameron 
Highlands in Malaysia, where 
he was visiting friends.

50 area, farmers. 

Keith Higglnson, engineer, 
conducted the hearing and dis- 
played a map of the crllica! 
groundwater area which in- 
cludes sections of Artesian City, 
Cottonwood and the Oakley- 
Kenyon area. 

It is e^ipectcd that three 
isolated areas near these criti- 
cal sections may be reopened 
for pumping. Testimony given 
at the Wednesday hearing ex- 
pressed opinions on both sides 
of the question. 

J. W. Beck, Murtaugh, slated 
water level in his wells has 
dropped about 50 feet and he 
does not want other wells drill- 
ed in the area, while Glen Lar- 
son, Burley, said he believed 
all resources in the state should 
be developed to the fullest. 
If groundwater is available, it 
should be used, he declared. 

Howard Conrad, Murtaugh, 
said water level on his land 



had remained'the same for the 
past five year and requested 
that the area near him be taken 
off the critical groundwater list, 
Ed True, Oakley-Kcnyon area, 
reported just the seasonal low- 
ering of wells and stated that 
the entire area should be de 
veloped to the fullest.

For the past four years 
records of water level change 
have been maintained on not 
only the Artesian City area, but 
also the Cottonwood area near 
the old Buckhorn ranch and the 
Oakley-Kinyon area south of 
Burley. Records show a decline 
of from 40 to 100 feet in^that 
period.

Means Commitlee of discrimi- 
nating against infants, born 
without benefit of clergy. Gard- 
ner says children. should not* 
bo forced to "pay for the real 
or supposed sins of their par- 
ents." 

Well, Mr,. 'Secretary, nobody 
takes that position. "The House 
bill Is not even aimed at pun- 
ishing the fun-loving parents, 
but is intended only to persuade 
them to support their own chil- 
dren instead of handing the Job 
over to Uncle Sara. In some way 
or other, the children will be 
fed and clothed and housed be- 
cause that's the kind of country 
this is, but the taxpayer should 
not be required to support able- 
bodied fathers who spiend their 
tinje shooting pool or looting 
liquor stores.

Sober Warning 



A chilling warning has been deliver- 
ed on the ultimate cost to the nation 
of failure to resolve Its racial agony 
—and soon. 

"I feel very deeply," John A. Mc- 
Cone told the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee, "that unless we find an an- 
swer to this problem it is going to 
split our society irretrievably and 
destroy our country." 

This Is one of the strongest state- 
ments yet heard on the possible con- 
sequences of mounting racial strife. 
What gives it special weight is the 
source. 

McCone is not given to hyperbole. 
A conservative Republican business- 
man, he has served three administra- 
tions in the Defense Department, as 
head of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and, most recently, as director of 
the Central Intelligence Agency, If 
anything, sober understatement has 
marked his public pronouncements 
during a long and impressive career 
of service. 



He would be the last to cry, "Wolf! " 

For the past two years, McCone has 
headed a California commission in- 
vestigating the Watts riots in Los 
Angeles, and it was in this capacity 
that he appeared at the committee's 
hearings on the House-passed anti- 
riot bill— a measure he found "rea- 
sonable" in itself, but " it would be a 
mistake for Congress to pass this bill 
and think it is going to stop riots." 

The short-range answer, he sug- 
gested, is in jobs and the long-range 
in education, but the ultimate solution 
is not going to come quickly or easily. 
But find it we must, resisting the 
temptation to resign outselves to be- 
lief that the situation is hopeless. 

Somber words, but useful. From 
such a source, they serve to under- 
score the indispensable basis for the 
search for a solution— realization, if 
any can still doubt, that today and 
right here at home we are confronted 
with perhaps the gravest challenge of 
cur national experience.

WASHINGTON - One of the 
most perplexing things about 
the situation in Communist 
China i.s that Liu Shao-chi is still 
walking around free In Peking, 
for those who haven't kept up 
with the events of ihe past year, 
Liu Shao-chi, as chairman of the 
People's Republic, is China's 
chief of state. But ever since the 
Cultural Revolution began, he is 
the most reviled man in the 
government. _ 

A day doesn't go by when he 
Isn't attacked in the press, or nii 
wall posters or by the Red 
Guards. He has been accused by 
Uio Maoists of taking the capi- 
talist road, of being a lackey of 
the Soviet Union- and of being in 
cahoots with Chiang Kai-shek. 
This Is not to mention his other 
unspeakable crimes, such as re- 
visionism, imperialism and bad 
breath. 

Yet Liu Is still for all Intents 
and purposes the head of the 
Chinese government. How does 
he get away with it? 

The only thing one can sur- 
mise is that Liu has something 
on Mao, and if lie ever blows the 
whistle Mao is going to wind up 
in birdsncst soup. 

China -watchers have been 
speculating as to what it could 



pos.sibly be, and here are some 
of the theories they have come 
up with. 

Mao owns the only television 
station in Canton. If he makes 
any attempt to kick out Liu 
Shao-chi, who controls the Chi- 
nese equivalent of the FCC, Liu 
will issue another license so 
there will be two TV suitions in 
Canton. Mao's station could nev- 
er stand the competition. And 
his TV interests, which are now 
in Irust, would lose a foriune. 

Another theory is that in order 
to launch his Cultural Revolu- 
lion Mao accepleii money from 
the CIA. Liu found out about this 
when he discovered that the 
Hate America Every Day Foun- 
dation was really a conduk for 
CIA funds. Liu has warned Mao 
that if he makes any movo 
against him, he will give the 
story to Ram Pahs magazine, 
and every student in China will 
turn agafnjit him. 

Still another theory as to why 
Liu has managed to survive Is 
that he has proof that the 
'Thoughts of Mao" was ghost- 
wrllten by a professor at Shang- 
hai IJniversity and that Mao 
hasn't had an original thought 
since he became head of the 
Communist Party in Chhia, 



There are some China experts 
who believe that if you look be- 
hind the scenes you'll find a 
woman. Tlicy say Mao has been 
having an affair with a Red 
Guard sorority mother and Liu 
knows about it. Since the pres- 
ent Mrs, Mao is said to be an 
insanely jealous woman, Mao's 
life wouldn't be worth two chop- 
sticks if she ever found out 
about it. 

Another theory Is that Mao is 
a compul.sive gambler and has 
lost over 2 billion fens to Liu at 
Fan-Tan. The only way Mao 
could ever hope to get even Is by 
keeping Liu alive and play him 
double or nothing. 

But the most interesting Idea 
that has been put forth so far Is 
that Moo and Liu are the same 
person. One night he sneaks out 
and puts up a poster against Liu 
and Uie next night he sneaks out 
and puts up a poster attacking 
Mao. 

In that way no matter who 
wins the Cultural Revolution 
Mao or Liu will still be on top. 

This final theory makes Iho 
most sensp, though there are 
still some questions that have to 
be answered, if Mao is Liu and 
Liu is Mao, can'Chou be far 
behind? 



WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 
dent Johnson has bowed to pres- 
sure but found a way to take 
some of the load off his own 
shoulders after listening to 24 
days of new criticism about the 
way things are going in South 
Vietnam. 

Johnson, with an instinct for 
the middle road, Wednesday 
night named a 20-man delegation 
of prominent citizens to go to 
Vietnam and obsenre.the elec- 
tion. They will not be super- 
visors. They will not make & 
formal report. 

But they apparently will be 
free to say what Ihey think in- 
dividually when Ihey return 
here after the election Sept. 3. 
Since they probably won't all 
agree, the chances of a con- 
tinued dispute here look pretty 
good. 

The new load of criticism be- 
gan to hit Johnson July 31. 
There had been increasing 
SroWllng about Johnson's han- 
dling of the war, particularly by 
Chairman J.W. Fulbright, D- 
Ark., of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee. 

On July .11 he introduced a 
resolution — the Senate hasn't 
acted on it yet and perhaps nev- 
er will — that would greatly re- 
duce a President's power In for- 
eign affairs.- 

It would require Joint approv- 
al by Congress and Ihe Presi- 
dent to seal any national com- 
mitment abroad. This already 
Is required if llie President 
want.s to make a treaty. But a 
President can do a lot of things 
abroad without a treaty. 

So the Fulbrlghl idea would 
lie a President's hands far more 
than ever before. 

Then on Aug. 10, 21 House Re- 
publicans called on its Foreign 
Affairs Committee to modify the 
Gulf of Tonkin resolution, which 
both houses approved in 1964. It 
pretty much gives the President 
a blank check on how he wants 
to stop Communist aggression 
in Vietnam. 

On that same day 57 House 
Democrats called on Johnson to 
warn Ihe ruling military regime 
in South Vietnam that unless it 
allows a fair presidential elec- 
tion there this country may do 
some rethinking about helping 
South Vietnam. 

This followed reports from 
Saigon that Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky, running for vice presi- 
dent on the same ticket with Lt. 
Gen. Nguyen ■ Van- Thieu, now 
head of state and running for 
president, had said the mllllary 
junta was already making plans 



to retain power after the elec- 
tion no matter who won. 

And that same day, Aug, 10, 
the other 10 presidential candi- 
dates opposing Thieu announced 
they would refuse to campaign 
unless assured by Thieu and Ky 
there would be an end to "har- 
rassmcnt." 

This was enough for some of 
the Senators growing ever more 
unhappy about the war. So on 
Aug. II a bunch of them— led by 
New York's two Senators, Rob- 
ert F. Kennedy, Democrat, and 
Jacob K. Javits, Republican 
—began calling the upcoming 
elections a fraud, a farce, and a 
charade. 

But that same day, the 
Thieu-Ky government invited 
Congress to send observers to 
Vietnam to Insure the elections 
were free and open to scrutiny 
by all. 

The Seaate didn't want any 
part of ttiat and rejected the In- 
vitation. Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield said he saw no 
reason why Congress should in- 
volve ilself. And Republican 
Leader Everett M. DIrksen said 
just about the same thing. 

Five days later, Aug. 18, 
Johnson tried to soothe the sen- 
atorial fears by saying he al- 
ready had told Thieu and Ky it 
was vital to keep the elections 
on the up and up and he said 
they promised to support the 
election outcome. 

But that didn't soothe Javljs 
who the next day proposed, al- 
though Ihe Senate wasn't willing 
to send anyone to Vietnam to 
see how things really were, that 
the elections , be postponed a 
month to give the civilian candi- 
dates a "real chance." But this 
suggestion was ignored on all 
sides. 

Johnson held a news confer- 
ence Aug. 18 and, in effect, sug- 
gested "patience, please" and 
then challenged Congress to re- 
peal the Gulf of Tonkin resolu- 
tion if it didn't like what he was 
doing. 

Ky, taking extraordinary ac- 
tion, sent Congress Itself a lelier 
Tuesday pledging he and Thieu 
would abide by the election out- 
come, no matter who won. 

And late Wednesday Johnson 
announced he was sending the 
delegation of citizens, including 
some senators, to Vietnam as 
observers. Now If the elections 
turn out sour, nobody can say 
Johnson was hiding anything. 

This ought to silence his crit- 
ics for a yvhile but, as nobody 
knows better than Johnson, 
probably not for long.

Dicum- 
arol Is an anticoagulant. You 
should take them as long as 
your doctor feels (liat you need 
them unless they cause undesir- 
able side effects. In time you 
should 1)C nblo lo discontinue the 
Librium and dicumarol. 

Q— A few years ago I had a 
coronary heart attack and Iho 
doctor prescribed digitalis. Ndw 
.my fninily doctor says I don't 
need it. Would It be safe to cun- 
llnue lo take It anyway? Which 
ot these drugs— Isordll and Pc^ i- 
Iratc — is the bettor for my

Coumadin Is 
an anticoagulant, Cardllate and 
nitroglycerin aro . blood vessel 
dilators, Hydrodlurll Is a diur- 
etic, Digoxln Is a digitalis prep- 
aration and Empirin is a form 
of aspirin. It should not bo nec- 
essary to take all theso drugs 
(or a prolonged period. 

It Is always wiso to see a heart 
spcclnllat If ono has lind n heart 
nttnck, 'lliero nro many causes 
of vonillliii;. They liiclutfo severe 
littncks of angina pectoris nnd 
Inking loo miicli modlclno, c;po- 
clnlly diellnlls.

Bonanza Qf 
Silver May 
Soon Be Over 

By JOSEPH R. COYNE 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
silver bonanza may. soon be 
over. 

That's what the government 
experts now foresee in Ihe wake 
of a more settled market for sil- 
ver following the price eruption 
last month. 

Some speculators . in silver 
certificates made windfall prof- 
its on the sharp rise in silver | 
prices which followed the Treas- 
ury Department's abandonment 
of its policy of selling silver for 
$1.29- an ounce,. 

But no one became a million- 
aire and although there's more 
profit to be made the experts 
think the worst of the specula- 
tion is over. il 

The price of silver shot to 
more than $1.80 an ounce after 
the Treasury abandoned its 
$1.29 price in July. But the price 
is now below $1.70 and the gov- 
ernment last Friday .sold some 
for as little as $1.64V2 an ounr;, 

"The bonanza may be .short- 
lived," one offiqial said, 
"Tljere's going to be plenty of 
silver to fill the need." 

It's now- antli:lpated both in 
and out of government that the 
price of silver will range be- 
tween $1.S0 and $1.7.'i an ounce 
over the next four to five years. 

Inventpries of silver users 
were described as "very fat" by 
one source-and the government 
Itself will pilmp atiOur 13 million 
ounces into the economy this 
month through regular sales 
and redemptions of silver certif- 
icates. 

The Treasury will continue to 
redeem silver certificates— one 
form of paper money issued be- 
tween 1929 and the early 1960s— 
through next June 24 at the rate 
of $1.29 an ounce. This silver 
can, in tarn, be .sold at the mar- 
ket price.

Maiisf ield Tells Colleagues

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen- 
ate Democratic I.odder Mike 
Mansfield told his colleagues 
they have $7 billion worth of 
promises to keep to America's 
violence-troBbled city dwellers, 
to President Johnson and to 
themselves. 

On Wednesday's eve of a 
congressional holiday, Mans- 
field put that price tag on John- 
son's program for the cities, a 
package he said should be han- 
dled with a sense of urgency; 

Mansfield did not mention an 
additional $2.8 billion in city aid 
proposals added to an antipov- 
erty bill by the Senate Labor 
and Public Welfare Committee 
over administration objections. 

"This Is going to be a terrific 
struggle," said Sen. Jacob K. 
Javits, R;N.Y., "A lot of arras 
are going to have to be twist- 
ed." 

"There'll be no arms twisted 
but I do think the results will be 
just as good," Mansfield said. 

"We In the Senate have many 
promises to keep," Mansfield 
said moments before the Senate 
adjourned Wednesday with- no 
more business scheduled until 
Sept. 11. 

Mansfield said money may 
not be the total answer to needs 
of America's violence-troubled 
cilics, but financing of "more 
than $7 billion in cities pro- 
grams presented to the Con- 
gress by President Johnson is 
the instrument which can lift 
our cities to the stature Ihey de- 
serve and must have in an af- 
fluent, progressive America." 

Praising the Senate Appropri- 
ations Committee lor approving 
$537 million in model cities 
funds, $10 million for rent sup- 
plcmenls and $15 million to fl- 
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nance urban research, Mans- 
field said this was no reward to 
rioters. 

"The Senate commilico, has 
shown that, riots or no riots, 
they would do the right thing for 
millions of men, women and 
children who look to them from 
the shadows of poverty, 
ghettoes and shattered aspira- 
tions," Mansfield. said. 

The $7 billion in city meas- 
ures, Mansfield said, includes 
$2.6 billion for antipovcrty pro- 
grams, $l.fi blllidn foi- aid to ed- 
ucation, crime control, rat ex- 
termination and other pro- 
grams.

American Nazis Make Another 
Bid To Bury Remains Of Leader 



ARLINGTOK, Va. (AP) 
The racist American Nazi party 
has turned to a civil liberties 
group in its bid to bury the cre- 
mated remains of slain tarn 
mander George Lincoln Rock- 
well in a military cemetery. 

Lawrence Speiscr, director of 
the Northern Virginia chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union, said his group has ac- 
cepted a Nazi request and will 
seek a court injunction to force 
the Department of the Army to 
permit interment of Rockwell's 
remains in a national cemetery. 

The ACLU often has waged 
civil rights court fights on he- 
half of Negroes— the primary 
targets, along with Jews, of 
Rockwell's racist harangues 
and tracts. 

Rockwell's body was cremat- 
ed Wednesday afler, party 
spokesmen said, half a dozen 
cemeteries turned down re- 
quests for space In which to 
bury him. Tlic Army original- 
ly granted permission for iiock- 
well, a former Navv comniand- 
tn bo buried in Culpcper Na- 
tional Cemetery. But Army 
troops blocked the burial party 
from the Virginia cemetery 
Tuesday when party members 
refused orders to shed Nazi par- 
aphernalia. 

Wednesday's ceremonies con- 
trasted sharply with the grave- 
yard confrontation, when Nazis 
clashed briefly with the federal 
troops amid a horde of news- 
men, cameramen and curious 
onlookers. 

After the cremation— 
performed without advance no- 
tice at an Arlington undertaking 



establishment — Rockwell's re- 
mains were brought secretly 
back to the ramshackle home 
that was his party command 
post for several years.

Mirror

NEW YORK (AP[ -Hairy the 
cave man didn't- know what he 
was starting that day he 
stretched his whiskers across a 
log ai]d chopped them off with a 
flint ax. 

Neither did Gen. Scipio Afrl- 
canus, who was a pretty good 
soldier as well as the first Ro- 
man believed to have indulged 
in a daily shave. 

Men no longer use tweezers, 
clam shells or shark's teeth to 
remove their beards, but every 
morning millions of American 
men crawl out of bed and shave. 

Most of them gripe about this 
daily chore, but If they had a 
chance to have dteir beards re- 
moved permanently they'd turn 
it down. 

The beard Is a symbol of viril- 
ity to a man, says Gordon 
Blackwell, a New York electrol- 
ogist. 

Blackwell, who removes hair 
by electrolysis, say.( only a few 
men have come to him to have 
their beards removed. 

"Most men who go In for 
beard removal are driven to it 
because they get terrible skin 
rashes from shavinB," he says, 
"I've only had one man come to 
me and have his beard removed 
solely because he didn't like to 
shave." ^ 

Blackwell estimates It would 
take several hundred hours to 
remove a normal beard. The 
going rate for electrolysis, he 
says. Is about $15 an hour. 

Most men, however, use a 
safety rozor or an electric shav- 
er to clean the bristles off their 
cheeks. 

The average man has about 
30,000 hairs on his face, accord 
ing to a spokesman tor the Gil- 
lette Safety Razor Co., a leading 
producer of safety razors and 
blades. Each of these hairs 
grows about one-llllicth of an 
inch a day. 

The average man, II he begins 
shaving at IS and lives the nor- 
mal life span, will cut some 2V/i 
fe«t of whiskers from his face 
over the years, the spokesman 
says, aiid spend about 3,350 
hours or 139 days on the job 
over a 55-year period. 

Supplying the blades, razors, 
creams, lotions, soaps and such 
to soothe and remove this facial 
foliage has grown Into a mul- 
timlllion-<lollar industry. 

Gillette, which says It sold 51 
razors and 14 dozen blades In 
1903, estimates that since Its 
formation in 1901 It has pro- 
duced more than 750 million ra- 
zors and 120 billion blades. 

Figures for the entire industry 
show that Americans laid out 
$213,6<t0,000 foc^razor blades and 
$28,580,000 for razors In 1966, 
compared with tlH.TGO.OOO and 
$10,710,000 In 1950. 

The 1906 payoul.for shaving 
preparations— creams, soaps, 
lotions and the llke-K:ame to 
$194,450,000, compared with 
$108,280,000 n decode earlier. 

Although demand for electric 
shavers leveled oil after 1957 
and remained fairly static until 
1965, the Industry now reports 
increasing solos. 

One spokesman estimates 
more than 7.25 million electric 
shavers, costing some JI50 mil- 
lion, were sold In IWill, 

Robert P. Clark, vice presi- 
dent-marketing for Sperry Rand 
Corp's. Rdmlnglon Electric 
Shaver Division, says the indus- 
try estimates about fl per cent 
of the male shaving population 
uses electric units,

So If you own 100 shares of 
XYZ common stock and X'YZ 
Corp. declares a three per cent 
stock dividend, you'll receive 
three newr shares, making you 
the owner of 103 shares. All oth- 
er stockholders will also receive 
new shares — three per cent 
more than they already owned.

Hunters Seek Peer Hike On Bennett Ridge

GLENNS FERRY-Bulld up 
of the deer herd In the Bennett 
Mountain area north of Glenns 
Ferry drew support of area 
sportsmen Wednesday night at 
a public meeting with officials 
of the Idaho Fish and Game 
Department 

A new organization with state- 
wide aspirations, the Idaho 
Council For Future Hunters and 
Fishermen of Idaho, conducted 
the meeting to discuss problems 
within tlie area,' touching on 
racoon, depredation on nesting 
.waterlowl, the deer herds in 
Owyhee County and Btjnnett 
Mountain. 

The sportsmiin said' the basic 
Bennett- herd has been cut 
drastically due to long seasons 
and overkill. Several landown- 
ers in the area noted they are 
seeing few deer where previous- 
ly they saw many. Mr. Williams, 
who usually is one of the first 
men into the area each s|}'ring 
as he plows oiit the snowed 
in backroads, estimated the re- 
duction at 90 per cent. 

Charles Blake, regional biolo- 
gist for the department, agreed 
that the^summer resident herd 
of the area had "been knocked" 



In the past Jew years, but added 
"we had to make a decision." 
He noted a good-sized migra- 
tion crossed tho high prairie oiit 
of the mountains to winter in 
the low elevation on the Ben- 
nett Ridge. He said critical win- 
tering area would not support 
two large herds. 

The decision came at the ex- 
pense of the resident herd, 
which was reduced to make 
room for the migrants.

He said the study generally 
is being made into food nutri- 
tion and so far the wintering 



deer are forced to rely on for- 
bes and grass for 50 per cent 
of their diet. He said the avail- 
able food is being tested month 
by month and anaiyztid for con- 
tent. 

"We've found the reproduc- 
tion is quite good but survival 
is poor," Norell said. 

Currently the Bureau of Land 
Hahagemcnt has started a pro- 
gram with the long range goal 
of [iroduclng sufficient forage 
for domestic cattle in the lower 
elevations generally avoided by 
game ■ and leaving the high 
ranges for deer. 

He added there Is heavy com- 
petition with livestock for win- 
ter browse In the Red Canyon 
Creek and East Fork country 
with the cattle taking most of 
tho_availahle food before the 
deer reach those critical winter- 
ing areas.

Ci'ime Battling 
Computer Is 
Hard At Work 

By STEPHEN M. AUG 

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
FBI's new crime fighting com- 
puter is busy handling nearly 
10,000 problems a day- 
including trying to help police 
departments across the nation 
locate fugitives and stolen cars, 
the bureau said Wednesday. 

That's the first progress re- 
port on the memorizing comput- 
er—known as the National 
Crime Information Center— in 
an article in the FBI's monthly 
"Law Enforcement Bulletin." 

But neither the article nor 
FBI officials wquld say how 
many fugitives the computer- 
supplied information has helped 
capture, or how much stolen 
property has been located since 
the computer began operating 
last Jan. 27. 

The bureau said, however, 
timt the speed with which^e 
system operates has "more 
than exceeded expectation." 

It said police agencies asking 
the computec-about wanted fugi- 
tives and stolen property are 
given answers within 15 seconds 
from the time the last character 
of the incoming message Is re- 
ceived by the machine.

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More Money And PuMc Support Is Neieded To Combat Crime 



By TOM TIEDE 

PEORIA, III. - (NEA) — The 
near south side of this town Is 
a cesspool of bars, brothels and 
ramshackle residences which are 
strung' together by. dimly lit 
streets and garbage-littered al- 
leyways. Tony Berry works 
here, He's a cop; one of 350,000 
in the nation. 

Berry patrols the jiear south 
side five nights a week. Doing 
it, he sees robbery, rape and 
murder. His job is a difficult 
-one. He's supposed to prevent 
such happenings, 

Fortunately, sometimes he 
does. Other evening, for exairi' 
pie. Berry spotted some kids 
riding the hood of a 1951 green 
Buick. It looked Innocent 
enough, but Berry's assignment 
is to suspect. He stopped the 
car, ran the kids off and ques 
tioned the driver. 

"May I see your license?" 

The driver was short, dressed 
in greasy dungarees. He pro- 
duced a license and Berry Tead 
It carefully. It looked all right, 
Then Berry asked the man when 
he was born. 

"April, 1946," the driver said. 

Berry studied the license date. 
"What day?" ■ 

"April, 1946, I'm 21 years old," 

"But what day?" 

"1 don't know the day." 

"Is this your license?" 

"Sure. Surel" 

Berry gave the man numerous 
chances to produce a birthday 
that corresponded with the 11 
cense. But in vain. At length, he 
arrested the driver on suspicion 
of using somebody else's license 
and sprinted him off to the' po- 
lice station. 

It was well he did. Before po- 
lice locked up the driver they 
found in his possession a jeweled 
ring, $175 in bills, several col- 
lector coins, a bottle of unmark- 
ed medicine, various papers of 
different identifications and 
single barreled shotgun (in the 
car). They also determined that 
the license belonged to the driv- 
er's ,brother. ' 

Was a more serious crime pre- 
vented? Very possibly. But, al- 
though such things are common- 
place with Peoria police, few on 
the force expect plaudits. Each 
man knows that lor every felony 
he prevents, 100 or 1,000 others 



are committed. 

And therein lies the principal 
problem In law enforcement to- 
day, 

"Mere apprehensions ~ aren't 
the answer to.rising crime," ex- 
plains a local Judge, "Neither 



are penalties. Look at the hordes 
of people arrested every year 
in this nation . , . the-tbreatof' 
arrest or imprisonment doesn't 
seem to deter them very much, 
■ "What is needed is massive 
progress in the area of crime 



prevention. We have to cut 
crime out by the roots.^ And in 
this jespect we look to our po- 
licemen to do It." 

In other words, ".Why' don't, 
the cops get busy?" 

The cops, of course, are busy. 



In Peoria some 210 police peo- 
ple are on duty ■10 hours a week 
and on call' 24 hours a day. In 
a typical sunup to sunup, 400 
PD cars are dispatched to duty. 
In a typical year, 800,000 calls 
arc made to police switchboards,

.i)bvlausly,--all this leaves little 
time for crime-bustlng. But such 
Is the setup, here and elsewhere. 
Most police agencies in America 
arc fairly well-equipped to ap- 
prehend criminals but Ill-pre- 
pared to do anything until after 
the criminals act. 

Says Peoria's top cop, Chief 
Bernard Kennedy: "Our pri- 
mary means of crime preven- 
tion are 15 patrol cars. But tliis 
Is a big town (437.8 miles of 
streets, 37 square miles of area) 
and we simply, can't be patrol- 
ling every block, every hour. 

'Because of manpower limi- 
tations, we often assign only 
one man to a car. And during 
busy shifts that man will have 
to ansi^er dozens of complaints 
from barking dogs to burglary. 
Very often he doesn't even have 
time to circle completely 
through his area, 

"It Isn't ideal. But that's how 
it Is." 

And that, in fact, is how it is 
elsewhere in Americ:. Crime 
prevention in most U,S, cities is 
barely breathing. Statistics 
make the point. Crime in north- 
east states was up 9 per cent 
last year; it was up 10 in the 
V^est, 11 in the Midwest and 13 
in the South. Altogether, five se- 
rious crimes happen every 60 
seconds. 

This year, about 50 people will 
be murdered in Charlotte, N.C. 
In Akron, Ohio, there will be 
over 2,500 burglaries. And in 



Phocnbt, Ariz., 100 or more 
women will be raped. 

The police, however, are not 
to blame. In most iiislances they 
do their best, however futlle- 
They are manacled by hoarj' 
traditions and tight budgets. As 



they are presently organized, 
they are simply in no position 
to prevent much law-breaking. 

"How," wonders an officer, 
"can the- public expect police- 
men to uncover ali the criminal 
plots in town and chase down 
aU the barking dogs at the 
same time?" 

How indeed. Yet the public 
does expect it. ' 

And that's precisely why crime 
jscalates in Peoria today. And 
Peoria Is everywhere.
